While this is only a, prediction, it 


nevertheless is based on information 
volunteered by various supervisors. 
They say that when the 
county 


board gathers at the courthouse for 
its annual meetirig next month, it 
will be faced by n. program of- tax 
cutting winch will supersede every- 
thing else on the calendar-. 


In 1930 the tax levy was $1,041,- 


750.36, the largest amount ever rais- 
ed in Outagamie-co for taxes. When 
the board met last November a de- 
termined group of supervisors waged 
a successful battle to slash the levy. 
They succeeded to the tune of about 
$235,000. 
The tax levy last year 


was ?S05;960.36. Of this amount the 
city of Appleton paid $339,030.64. 
That was a reduction for Appleton 
of almost $100,000 over the city's 
share in 1930, which

City's Share Cut 


Next year, if the. proposals, of the 


economy group are carried out, the 
city of Appleton will b2 given fur- 
ther relief from

tax burde.-.s. 


Roughly, if the tax levy is cut $240,- 
000 or-more for 1932, the city of Ap- 
pleton will benefit to the extent of 
approximately another $100,000. 
In 


that event the city's share of the 
county taxes will be reduced to-less 
than $250,000.

Woll, third vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor, who 
is chairman of a committee seeking 
the legalization of 2.75 per cent beer 
today gave out a statement setting 
forth the committee's reasons. The 
statement follows: 
"We feel in the Volstead act the 


determination 
that 
one-half of i 


per cent alcohol m Intoxicating is 
carrying restrictions in manufactur- 
ed beverages to the,point of absurd* 
Sty. It does not even comply with 
the intention 
of 
the 
eighteenth 


amendment. 


"Experts hold that even 4 per 


cent is non-intoxicating. 


"Canadian draft beer Is just what 


we want in the states. 


"What higher content is intoxicat- 


ing 3s something about which au- 
thorities differ. 
We ask something 


within the law—within the 
eigh- 


teenth amendment. 
No one 
can 


dispute that 2.75 per cent beer is 
permlssable under the 
eighteenth 


amendment. 


"Some people say: "If beer is per- 


mitted, what assurance is there that 
the saloon and speakeasy will not 
flourish?" That is not the question. 
If it Is admitted that 2.75 per cent 
is non-intoxicating—and experts ad- 
mit this—then the Volstead act was 
not justified. 


"Any law that takes away a right 


of the people must be 
interpreted 


literally, that is,' it must be in direct 
opposition to the right taken away. 
The Volstead act is ambiguous. Any 
legislation that limits a right of the 
people must be interpreted in the in 
terest of the party from whom the 
right was taken. 


"Otherwise it becomes oppression 


and contrary to interpretations gen 
erally given on all other legal acts 
than the Volstead act. If congress 
acted legally, the people should have 
the percentage of alcohol they want, 
providing it Is non-intoxicating. 


"From a physical and social view- 


point, we feel that men, particularly 
those engaged in heavy physical

are becoming a whisky drinking na- 
tion, because beer is too bulky to 
transport. Where beer is, there is 
little hard liquor. 


"The beer demanded by millions of 


people is enough for us, and if we 
had beer the eighteenth amendment 
would be better enforced, for the 
people would want their beer safe- 
guarded, and would see that laws 
against illicit liquor were enforced."

industrial commission. 


Defective chimneys, burning out 


of unclean stacks, woodwork Imbed- 
ded into or in contact with chimney 
walls, rusted smokepipes, defective 
stoves, furnaces and boilers, stoves, 
furnaces and smokepipea too near 
unprotected 
woodwork and place- 


ment of ashes in cardboard or wood 
containers are in the main causes 
of this needless loss, it is pointed 
out. 


All such, defects are readily dis- 


covered and remedied 
easily, the 


commission believes. 
The 
careful 


property owner who wants his home 
safe for his family will carefully in- 
spect thfe entire heating plant in- 
stallation before heavy winter fires 
are needed, and will remedy any de- 
fects discovered 
and protect with 


heavy asbestos and metal all exposed 
Woodwork, the commission advises. 


Fire department 
inspectors, in 


their October inspections, have been 
requested to pay special-attention to 
heating plant hazards, and see that 
theyq are eliminated. Such a check- 
up on heating plants in residences 
would be valuable, but the Inspec- 
tions must be made with the con- 
sent of the owners, it was stated. 


The law does not give fire inspec- 


tors the right of entrance inito pr,iv- 
ate residences. 
Most home owners, 


however, welcome such an inspec- 
tion. 


New items gathered 
by the com- 


mission reveal that 
61 deaths and 


148 serious 
injuries resulted from 


fires in Wisconsin last year. Many 
of these deaths, and injuries, it was 
discovered, were due to night fires 
In homes. Often these 
news items 


bear the telltale headings of "btirn- 
ed while they slept," "Svefcome by 
smoke," "escaped 
in their 
night 


clothes." 


Such fires, 
deaths, Injuries and 


trying experiences are unnecessary 
and Inexcusable, the commission be- 
lieves. 
a. recurrence of a crisis similar to 
that which is alleged to exist, that 
may be done in some degree but such 
a provision should not concern itself 
unduly with attempting to relief in- 
terests which precipitated such emer- 
gencies.1'

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SAFETY IN DRIVING 


"Slow and safe" has usually been 


the slogan of those who lecture others 
uoon the art of automobile driving-. But 


" an inquiry conducted by Ohio State 


University and sponsored by the Na- 
tional Research Council finds that slow 
drivers are involved in more accidents 
than the others. It has always been 
assumed too, that motor accidents are 
especially liable to occur in bad weath- 
er. The investigators find that most 
of.the accidents occur in clear, dry 
.weather. 


How are these alleged facts to be ex- 


plained? Perhaps the slow drivers are, 
for the most part, awkward and timid, 
more likely than others to get into 
trouble, no matter what their rate of 
speed, and since driving has speeded up 
so, they run more risk than ever of 
collision because they interfere with 
the stream of traffic. 
Too, the slow 


driver is a menace because he holds up 
the cars behind him. Naturally being 
in a greater hurry than the slow driver 
they attempt to pass him and often 
^collide with cars coming from the op- 
posite direction. The minimum speed 
limit on the famous Dunes Highway 
between Chicago and Michigan City, 
Indiana was recently set at forty miles 
an hour as an experiment to determine 
if speeding up traffic would cut down 
the accident toll on this highway. The 
road, particularly on Saturdays and 
Sundays and holidays, is congested and 
ofttimes a slow driver would hold up 
a string of automobiles two or three 
miles long, every car having to accom- 
modate itself to the speed of the slow- 
est machine in the procession. When 
the autos were speeded up there was 
a great decrease in the number of ac- 
cidents and a larger volume of traffic 
was handled in less time. This indi- 
cates clearly that the slow driver is 
more of a traffic nuisance than the fast 
driver, for a good driver, hitting 
a- forty-five 
mile clip, can be 
far 


less of a menace to public saf- 
ety than a poor one whose car does 
not go over twenty-five miles an hour 
all the way. 


As for the weather probably most 


drivers take special precautions when 
roads are wet and visibility poor, and 
take extra chances under the stimulus 
of fine weather.

In such famous oldtime 
fields as those of South Dakota, Cali- 
fornia, Montana and the Yukon men 
are getting busy once more, panning 
the sand of lonely streams and repeat- 
ing', in miniature, the scenes of the 
great gold rush days. 


This, it seems, is not due to any new 


discoveries, but simply to the depres- 
sion. Gold will buy more than it would 
a few years ago. The prospector who 
gets an ounce of fine dust can buy 
more supplies, equipment and luxur- 
ies with it than be could formerly. 


None of these prospectors is getting 


rich. But a great many of them arc 
making a comfortable 
living, and 


abandoned gold fields are looking live- 
ly. Indeed, in certain parts of Canada 
so many unemployed men from the cit- 
ies are trying to turn prospector that 
the mounted police arc beginning to 
shoo them back, fearing that winter 
will bring too many hardships to ill- 
equipped and inexperienced gold-hunt- 
ers. 


Now there isn't any especial reason

DWIGHT W. MORROW 


The death of Senator Dwight W. 


Morrow is a distinct loss to the Ameri- 
can people. Coming as it did at the 
climax of a period of intense activity 
and usefulness, his passing removes 
one whom it will be exceedingly hard 
to replace. 
Since he entered public 


life Dwight W. Morrow has made a 
remarkable record both from a stand- 
point of service to his country and in 
•winning the respect and Confidence of 
the American people. 


Senator Morrow first came into the 


limelight during the World war when 
he was of great assistance to President 
Wilson in ironing out a number of fi- 
nancial and diplomatic tangles with 
foreign governments. 
For this out- 


standing service he was awarded the 
Distinguished Service medal, the dec- 
oration being presented by General 
Pershing in person. As a member of 
the banking firm of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., he proved a wizard at finance and 
took a leading part in the refinancing 
or reorganization of some of this coun- 
try's largest industries. 


In 1927, when President Coolidge 


was looking for an American of bal- 
ance, judgment, character, tolerance 
and personality to represent this coun- 
try in Mexico, he selected Mr. Morrow, 
the man he voted for at Amherst col- 
lege who would "most likely succeed 
in life." That President Coolidge's 
confidence was not misplaced is proven 
by the brilliant record made by 'the 
New Jersey banker and lawyer in the 
Southern republic. A wise counsellor, 
a humanitarian and a firm believer in 
the spirit of cooperation he soon es- 
tablished amicable relations between 
the two sister republics and brought 
about a feeling of harmony and good- 
will that had not existed for a decade 
or more. Mr. Morrow is also given 
credit for taking a prominent part in 
the settlement of Mexico's religious 
strife and it was largely due to his ef- 
forts that the Catholic churches were 
re-opened. He represented the United 
States at the recent naval conference at 
London and his work was of invaluable 
assistance to the government. 


Mr. Morrow's passing is a great loss 


to the Republican part}". One of its 
real leaders and a competent adviser, 
he held a high place in the councils of 
this organization where his influence 
will be keenly missed. The senator 
had been spoken of repeatedly as of 
presidential timber, and there is no 
doubt but had he lived he would have 
been seriously considered for that of- 
fice in 1936. 


Last year he advocated the repeal 


of the prohibition amendment, believ- 
ing that it had been given a fair trial 
and that the plan was impractical and 
incapable of enforcement. Although it 
brought down upon him the condemna- 
tion of some of,the dry leaders, never- 
theless his candidness and sincerity 
won him many friends and perhaps did 
as much as anything in the last decade 
to weaken the di-y cause. America can 
ill afford to lose men of Mr. Morrow's 
ability at this time, particularly when 
we need real leaders and men who can 
accomplish things. Mr. Morrow was 
both of these, and his death is a tragic 
decree at this time. Perhaps, had he 
obeyed his doctor's orders and slowed 
down his activities, he might have lived 
for years, but he could not sit back 
when there was important work to be 
done.

A lecture on Christian Science:

"Come unto me, all ye that labour 
and are heavy laden, and I will 
jive you rest"—rest, not In a sup- 
positional place called heaven acces- 
sible only through the doorway of 
death, but here and now; for it is 
not in future heaven, but in present 
experience, that 
humanity needs 


help. Knowing this, Christian Scien- 
tists declare with Paul that "now 
is the day of salvation." 
Although she discovered Christian 


Science in 1866, it was not 
until 


1875, 
through her now famous test- 


book, "Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures," that Mary Baker 
Eddy published a complete and com- 
prehensive exposition of this Science. 
Nevertheless, after a lapse of little 
more than half a century since this 
book first made its 
appearance,

precepts and practice that Jesus de- 
clared that his follower* -would be 
known, 
characterized, or 
distin- 


guished, not by accepting and ad- 
hering: to mere doctrinal beliefs, but 
only by doing the works that he did, 
saying, "He that believeth on me. 
the works that I do shall he do al- 
so;" and, "Heal the sick, cleanse the 
lepers, raise the dead, cast out dev- 
ils." Accordingly, on page 13S of 
Science and Health, Mrs. Eddy says: 
"Jesus established in the Christian 
era the precendent for all Christian- 
ity, 
theology, and healing:- 
Chris- 


tians are under as direct orders now, 
as they were then, to be Chrlstlike, 
to possess the Christ-spirit, to fol- 
low the Christ-example, and to heal 
the sick as well as the sinning." 


Nevertheless, in the face of all 


this, there are those who contend 
that the works of our Master were 
th'e result of miraculous interposi- 
tions of divine power peculiar to him 
alone and that even the aspiration 
to follow this healing example would 
be little short of blasphemy. Over 
against this point of view, however, 
we have not only the Master's own 
injunctions, two of which have al- 
ready been quoted, but we have the 
book of Acts and later evidence to 
prove that the immediate disciples 
and others obediently demonstrated 
this healing- power. How. then, are 
•we to reconcile these facts to the 
claim that Christian healing- was a 
supernatural power, available only 
to Christ Jesus? It is not more rea- 
sonable to 
conclude that Jesus's 


healings were accomplished by the 
application of a. divine law which 
he understood far better than oth- 
ers, which he made known in 8 


general way to hi* dtidpl*«, and 
which they. In turn, made known 
to others? Is it not mor« reasonable 
to conclude that he and they dealt 
not with that which was the Infrac- 
tion or setting aside of divine law. 
but -with that which was th« very 
fulfillment or demonstration of di- 
vine law? Granting this, we must 
admit also that a divine law which 
healed the sick in the first cen- 
tury is equally capable of healing 
the sick in the twentieth century. 


Discovery and Demonstration 


It is not significant that the Mas- 


ter never reduced his teachings to 
•writing? All that we know about 
his words and works has been hand- 
ed down to us in the writings of 
others. That Jesus was the supreme 
Exemplar of Truth's dominion over 
error there is no room for doubt. 
So closely did his earthly life con- 
form to Christ, the divine ideal, that 
he became known as Jesus the 
Christ, or Jesus the Godlike man. 
Had the age been prepared to as- 
similate divine healing as a Science, 
God would certainly have made it 
possible for the Master, above all 
others, to record it.

Mrs. Eddy, who had always 
been a close student of the Bible, 
withdrew front society and for three 
years devoted herself to a more sys- 
tematice and prayerful study of the 
Scriptures.

147 of 


Science and Health: "Our Master 
healed the sick, practised Christian 
healing, and taught the generalities 
of its divine Principle to his stu- 
dents: but he left no definite rule for 
demonstrating this Principle of heal- 
ing and 
preventing disease. This 


rule remained to be discovered in 
Christian Science."

Bill McKechnie. then manager 


of the Cardinals, raised his eyes at 
the sound of his name. He looked 
from 
the husky figure of what 


might have been a hobo to the in- 
quiring gaze of the desk clerk. He 
moved his head a trifle from side to 
side and retreated again behind his 
paper. 
"He's not here just now," the desk 


man announced, "but I'll fix you up 
with a room." 
Thus it was that John 
Leonard 


Martin, world series hero, joined the 
Cardinal ball club. He had spent the 
money sent him to pay his fare from 
Oklahoma City to the training camp. 
He had to ride the rods of freight 
trains to get there. 
A hot bath changed his appear- 


ance considerably and he was back 
at the desk again, looking for Mc- 
Kechnie. The first 
fellow he met 


who would talk to him was an old 
friend Blake Harper, owner of the 
Fort Smith club in the Western as- 
sociation. It was Harper who "had 
gi-eeted Martin as follows when he 
appeared for work 
at Ft. 
Smith 


years before: 
"What's your name?" 
"Johnny Martin." 
"Nope." said Harper. "You're 'Pep- 


per" Martin. There are too many 
Johnny's In the league now." 


And that'was the way he got his 


name. 


For days McKechnie, trying to 


tame the cocky youngster, gave him 
what was politely known as the 
"runaround," avoiding him. Martin 
went out to the practice sessions and 
hung around the edges, sneaking in 
a catch here, a slug at the plate 
there, when he could horn his way 
in; He belted a few to.the outlying 
districts and he dragged down flies 
on a dead run. McKechnie gave in. 
He called the youngster in and of- 
fered his hand. 


"You're Pepper Martin," he said, 


"our new centerfielder. I'm Mc- 
kechnie. I guess you were telling the 
truth." First Year In Majors 


Pepper wasn't exactly telling the 


truth. He sat on the Cardinal bench 
through that season 
and he was 


farmed out to Houston, Texas, for 
the 1929 campaign and Rochester, 
in the International league in 1930. 
The past National league campaign 
was his first in the majors. 


He's the kind of a ball player 


his mates can't talk enough about, 
cocky," but in no way offensive, sim- 
ple, 
unaffected, certain of his own

He was 
walking through • the Cardinal spe- 
cial heading back to St. Louis, hap- 
py as a kid with a new fishing rod, 
getting all the Cardinals to sign a 
score card for him as a memento.

school team, "Rube" Getschow was 
paid his last tribute Wednesday af- 
ternoon at Riverside cemetery. 


A little less than two woeks ago 


he was leading his football team in 
a game with Valparaiso university 
on the Elmhurst grid. Came the 
third quarter and an off tackle play 
in which Getschow, a guard—an all 
conference guard, if you please—had 
a task to perform. Ho plunged into 
the scramble when the ball was snap- 
ped- and save everything. 
As the 


whistle blow and the players un- 
tangled Gotschow lay still on the 
Ground his neck broken and two 
vetebrae displaced. 


Rushed to a Chicago hospital an 


operation was performed but sur- 
geons shook theii- heads. "Rube" 
characteristically told 
them 
they 


wei-e> wrong, hadn't ho had a brok 
en back three years ago in a fall and 
lived. Six days passed and Getschow 
won the titlo "iron man" for he 
promised he'd recover in spite o1 
all they said. But on the seventh day 
he failed and died, the odds had be«n 
too great. 


This writer recalls "Rube" only as 


a tackle and captain on the high 
r;ohoo1 .football team in 1327, Mck in 
llio days when \vp htwl little thought 
oC \vntin~ cpoi'tK. FUit we Imow they 
snirt ho was a good laekte and 
fine fellow. 


Some day when we're arguing with 


certain folks about th« merit* o 


football players and whether they 
should be given credit—financial cred- 
t—toward an 
education for their 


work on the gridiron, we are going 
:o recall Rube Getschow. 


A youngster with athletic ability 


and no means of securing higher ed- 
ucation, Getschow went to Elmhurst 
where the authorities helped him: 
through school He played football In 
return for the help given him and 
he also won a place among the stu- 
dents for they elected him president 
of the student union for this year. 


Yet some educators will condemn 


something like that and deny hun- 
dreds of other youths 
Just like 
Rube" Getschow, the opportunity to 
secure an education. Keen minded 
students who have high scholastic 
marks set scholarships in most of 
our colleges with littla ado. It la said 
they hava them coming. 


But a youth like Getschow, pos- 


sessed of athletic ability better than 
ordinary, perhaps not a debater or 
potential instructor's assistant, and 
maybe not an "A" student, but nev- 
ertheless a good student, often is 
denied a higher education because 
ho can't afford it, and because edu- 
cators frown on the thing he can 
do best, and look well on tho thing 
someone else does "well because it 
happens to be along scholastic lines. 


Brilliant students do not 
always 


make leading citizens; neither do bril- 
liant athletes, but it would seem 
that more schools would seek out 
fellows like Getschow was. and giva 
thorn similar opportunity to make 
pood, for althoxjgh "Rub*" died while 
still a student, there is no denying 
he was succeeding and was repaying 
tho** who hud faith la him.

Law Held Invalid in Suit 


Contested Between Chil- 
ton, Landowners 


Madison — (JP)~ More than 100 


fourth class cities in Wisconsin will 
have much at stake nest week when 
the supreme court rules for the sec- 
ond time on the constitutionality of 
the law permitting certain farmers 
in cities of 10,000 and under to de- 
tach their agricultural lands if they 
think the taxes are too higrh. 
As it stands, this law, enacted in 


1920 was ruled invalid by the su- 
preme court last June in a suit con- 
tested between the city of Chilton 
and a group of landowners. But the 
decision was by a narrow margin. 
Four members of the court held the 
law void and the other three dis- 
sented from that view. 
Next Tuesday the court will rule 


on the petition of 29 farmers to de- 
tach their lands from the city of 
Beaver Dam and annex them to the 
town of Beaver Dam 
In the event the three members 


who believed the law to be consti- 
tutional win just one of the other 
judges over to their views the act 
will become operative again. 
And any fourth class city in the 
state will then stand the risk of los- 
ing some of its taxes in case any 
farmers, who think the tax rate is 
too high and can comply with pro- 
visions of the law, decide to detach 
from the city. 
But if a majority of the 
court 
sticks to the opinion that the law 
Violates the equality provisions of 
the constitution it probably will be 
doomed as a dead statute. 


The illegality of the law, as the 


court has so far interpreted it lies 
In the fact that it applies only to 
farm lands in the fourth class cities. 


In the city of Chilton case the 
.court expressed its sympathy with 
the intention of the 1929 legislature 
to free purely agricultural 
lands 


from the burdens of city taxation 
but concluded that the law would 
have to have general application to 
be valid. 
The city of Beaver Bam is rely- 
ing on the June decision and on 
the contention that the law is fur- 
ther discrimination In that it can 
be evoked only by farmers whose 
lands have been inside a fourth class 
city for 21 years, all of which time 
the land was used for agricultural 
purposes. 


The 29 Beaver Dam farmers, own- 
ing about 800 acres of farm lands 
brought their suit In the name of 
Carl F. Reudebusch. They contend 
that tax rates are higher in fourth 
class cities than in any other class 
and that the inclination to "ape" 
the metropolitan cities leads to ex- 
travagance.

It's 
also all done by mail. Male is us- 
ually the cause of the marriage and 
frequently of the divorce; the males 
are sometimes slow, you know. It is 
absolutely legal, and costs a mini- 
mum of $1,000. This is higher than 
a Reno divorce, but not when you fig- 
ure the expense of a six weeks' resi- 


dence In Nevada with the conse- 
quent absence f:om your business."
